PLACES ON KHMER REPRESENTATION ISSUE. ATHERTON EXPRESSED 
HOPE FOR GOB S SUPPORT IN OPPOSING RESOLUTION CALLING 

FOR UNSEATING PRESENT CAMBODIAN GOVERNMENT, ATHERTON 
ASKED GOB TO SUPPORT ASIAN RESOLUTION WHICH POSTPONES 
REPRESENTATION ISSUE GIVING TWO CAMBODIAN PARTIES AN 
OPPORTUNITY TO NEGOTIATE. 

2. SHAIKH MOHAMMED RESPONDED THAT SIHANOUK WAS RECOGNIZED 
AS RIGHTFUL RULER BY NON-ALIGNED COUNTRIES AND GOB
